Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Responding to a voicemail message left by Examiner Rosen, Mr. Briqqs called on 
July 3, 2008, and discussed the minimum needed to place claim 27 unambiguously within the technological arts, and 
several alternative phrasings that might be acceptable. He said that he would get in touch with his client (in Japan), 
and then call back. Mr. Briggs left a pair of telephone messages on July 9, authorizing an Examiner's Amendment. 
On July 1 5, Examiner Rosen telephoned Mr. Briggs to say that he was proceeding with an allowance, and correcting 
claim 27 b Examiner's Amendment; he had also noted minor problems with claims 24, 27, and 29, and was correcting 
these by Examiner's Amendment, to which Mr. Briggs consented .

Summary of Record of Interview Requirements
